Claims 23-28, 30, 32, 34, 36-39 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The translation of the foreign priority document overcomes any rejection based 

on the Nagata article published July 2004. 

Fullerenes C60, C70 and higher form complexes with amines that are not 

soluble. Chromatography can be used for separation when the complexes are soluble. 

Claims are drawn to amine complex formation of fullerenes C60, C70 and higher 

dissolved in a solvent based upon a two step process where the first step constitutes of 
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amine complex formation from fullerenes of a fullerene mixture to form an amine 
complex insoluble in the solvent from which it was formed and separating the insoluble 
complex from the dissolved fullerenes not forming the complex and not by 
chromatography. While the prior art teaches the dissolution of higher than C70 amines 
in an organic solvent, prior art does not teach the amine complex formation of fullerenes 
where the complex formed is insoluble in the solvent in which the amine and fullerene 
mixture are brought into contact as claimed.
